DEATH CALLS VON 8 YON STERNBURG 


German Ambassador to U . S. Sue- 
cumbs in Heidelberg. 


HAD A NOTABLE CAREER. 


Won Spurs in Franco-Prussian War 
and Later in Diplomacy. 


HEIDELBERG, Germany, Aug. 24, 5:00 a. 
m. Ambassador Speck von Sternburg, Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States, died 
here today. 

Baron Sternburg@ left Washington some 
time ago to spend his vacation in Germany, 
and while it was known his health was not 
the best, few of his friends were ) prepared 
for news of his death. 

The dead envoy was born in England and 
after hie preliminary education took up the 
study of military and naval science. He 
won distinction in the Franco-German war, 
and after peace was declared foresee his 
attention to diplomatic life. 


Went to Washington in 1885. 

In 1885 he was appointed military attaché 
of the German legation in Washington, and 
in 1800 was transferred to Peking, China, as 
first secretary of the German legation. He 
became first secretary of the German em- 
bassy at Washington in 1898. The same 
year he served as member of the Samoan 
commission. 

Ambassador in 1903. 

Baron Sternburg was appointed ambassa- 
dor to Washington in 1903, and had repre- 
sented the kaiser in many important diplo- 
matic affairs. 

He married Lillian May Langham of Louis- 
ville, Ky.. and to her has been attributed 
much of the envoy’s popularity in Washing- 
ton social circles.

OUSTED RULER IN FLIGHT 


Situation of French More Com- 
plicated by New Turn of 
Affairs; All Europe 

Interested. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBS.] 

TANGIER, Aug. 23.—Mulai Hafid has been 
proclaimed sultan of Morocco. This action 
followed a severe defeat administered Abd- 
el-Aziz, the sultan of record, in a battle 
8 fifty miles from Morocco city yester- 

ay. 

Abd-el-Aziz has fled and taken refuge in 
Settal, a French military post in the Showia 
country. It is reported he is preparing to 
flee to Damascus. Mulai Hafid, backed by 
all the tribesmen of the interior, has started 
toward Casablanca. That his kinsman, the 
deposed ruler, has accepted his defeat is 
shown in the fact he has made overtures for 
a compromise. 

The success. of Mulal Hafid naturally 
heightens the complication of France's posi- 
tion in Morocco. It is sem#-officially pointed 
out that France will not act in any way alone 
or take any steps to recognize Mulai Hafid as 
sultan. 


Story of the Battle, 

The battle which resulted in the rout of 
Abd-el-Azis's forces yesterday ended an ex- 
pedition which had set out to conquer the 
wild tribesmen following the pretender, 
Mulai Hafid, known as the sultan of the 
south. Setting out with 4,000 men on July 12 
from Rabat for Marakeesh, many tribes 
flocked to Abd-el-Aziz’s standard en route. 
He was preparing to attack Zamran yester- 
day when the decisive battle was begun. 

Abd-el-Aziz had an army outnumbering 
that of the enemy, but his artillery either 
failed to work or was deliberately tampered 
with. Some of the guns exploded, throwing 
the tribesmen into a panic. 

Abd-el-Agiz showed great personal bravery 
during the engagement, but it had no result 
on the undisciplined mob, without organiza- 


| tion and practically without arms, which 


constituted his force, 


Kill Friends in Fight. 


This disorganized force, panic stricken, 
began to fiee from the field. Men killed each 
other in their efforts to procure mounts and 
escape. The Showia men, who retained their 
composure under fire, deserted their chief 
and began looting the stores. They re- 
peated their performance later, attacking 
the fleeing remnants of the datpated ruler’s 
army. 

Abd-el-Aziz and his escort retreated in an 
orderly manner to Gettat, his army being 
pursued by the victorious troops of Mulal 
Hafid. Abd-el-Aziz was accompanied in his 
filght by the grand vizier, the minister of 
foreign affairs, the French miktary mission, 
and two British officers. A Tangier news- 
paper stated that the British officers and sev- 
eral French officers are missing. - 


French View of Situation. 

PARIS, Aug. 23.—News of the proclamation 
as sultan of Morocco of Mulai Hafid is taken 
here to mark the complete triumph of the 
usurping sultan and the downfall of Abd-el- 
Asis. 

The Temps says: The powers have al- 
ways held the vanquished sultan of yesterday 
to be the legitimate ruler and they cannot 
abandon that position because of one defeat. 
But if he prove unable to recover from that 
blow and definitely abandons the struggle 


ers alone, can validly indorse his rival. This 
recognition can be neither quickly nor easily 
effected. Mulai Hafid must first of all ac- 
cept the act of Algeciras and all the treaties 
outstanding between Morocco and the indi- 
vidual powers. It is a mooted point ag to 
whether Mulai Hafid, the sultan of the holy 
war, can accept these without ceasing to be 
the anti-Buropean leader, to whom the na- 
tives have given their confidence.“ 

Other newspapers here even suggest the 
possibility of a new conference of the powers 
over the situation that has been created. 


Britons Are Optimistic. 

LONDON, Aug. 24.—The morning papers 
in discussing the Moroccan situation are 
inclined to the opinion that Mulai Hafid’s 
victory introduces new complications in an 
already difficult problem, and that Morocco 
is such a country of surprises that it is next 
to impossible to predict the outcome of the 
latest events 

It is taken for granted that Great Britain 
will continue her cordial support of France 
and Spain, and, although the fact that Mula! 
Hafid's victory is the victory of a strong 
nationalist spirit, opposed to foreign inter- 
ference, the general view is that with Hafid’s 
wel known progressive ideas he may prove 
to be strong enough to induce his people to 
consent to his driving a bargain with the 
powers. He may even accept the Algeciras 
act as the means of securing his recognition 
as sultan and establishing his mastery. 

The Daily News, in an editorial, sees in 
Mulai Hafid’s victory still another sign of 
the renaissance of the Islam, and aske 
whether it has the same significance as the 
revolutionary movements in Persia and 
Turkey. 

Spain Sees Complete Rout. 

MADRID, Aug. 23.—The Spanish press is of 
the opinion that the downfall of Abd-el-Aziz 
is now an accomplished fact, Several of the 
newspapers are urging a new Algeciras con- 
ference.

SOLDIER'S DUTY COSTS JOB? 


Trooper Says He Was Discharged 
for Going to Springfield. 


EMPIOYER DENIES CHARGE. 


Col. Foreman to Investigate Complaint 
of First Cavalryman. 


Members and officers of the First Illinois 
cavalry were incensed yesterday when in- 
formed that a comrade had lost his position 
upon hig return home because he went to 
Springfield to aid in quelling riots. 

The member of the regiment who lost his 
position is Ralph Rosen, 19 years old, son 
of Mrs. Ella Rosen, a widow living at 683 
Sedgwick street. The firm, which Rosen 
asserts dispensed with his services because 
he answered the call for men sent out by the 


state a week ago yesterday, is the Pine-Ule 


Medicine company, 389 La Salle avenue. 
The case will be taken up officially today by 
Col. Milton J. Foreman. 


Rosen Writes to Governor. 

Meanwhile, a letter addressed to Gov. 
Deneen has been sent by Rosen. The letter 
in part gays: 

I have no desire to show animus, but 
write to tell you of the facts in the affair be- 
cause of the principle involved, and because 
I feel that the action of my employers was 
a direct insult to the flag of the country. 
Personally, the loss of the position means 
nothing to me; but taking into consideration 
the stars and stripes, the honor of the regi- 
mem, and the allegiance which every loyal 
citizen Owes to the United States of America, 
it means everything.”’ 

After outlining the particulars of his pre- 
dicament Rosen appeals to the governor on 
behalf of the boys in all branches of Uncle 
Sam's fighting forces to make a personal 
investigation of the affair. 


Private Bears Good Reputation. 

Rosen is private in troop E of the regiment 
and bears a good reputation among his asso- 
ciates, and is highly recommended by his 
officers. He left with the regiment a week 
ago yesterday for Springfleld. His brother, 
John F. Rosen, and his mother say they 
notified William J. Burke, manager of the 
medicine company, of his departure, on the 
following morning. 

When Rosen returned to resume his work 
at the company’s place last Saturflay he says 
he was told that he was no longer in the em- 
ploy of the concern. 

„% What is the reason for this?’’ demanded 
Rosen, 

“ Your foolish trip to Springfield,” Burke 
ie reported to have replied. 


Manager Denies the Charge. 

Mr. Burke says he did not discharge Rosen 
because of his trip to Springfield. “I had 
intended to fii Rosen’e position before he 
went away,” said Mr. Burke. We had an 
opportunity of getting a boy who had experi- 
ence along the line of work and employed 
him. The work done by Rosen was only 
boy’s work, but he did not give satisfaction 
in it. 

„ did not tell him he was let out because 
of a ‘foolieh trip to Springfield.’ Such a 
statement would have been utter folly on my 
part. We could have had no objection to any 
of our employés answering @ call to duty 
under guch circumstances.” 

Rosen's comrades are talking of sending a 
petition to President Roosevelt, to include the 
names of every soldier and sailor, every 
former government or naval attaché, to pro- 
test against the action and to ask the presi- 
dent to take action. 

“T am not certain what we can doin the 
matter yet, said John F. Rosen, a brother 
of Ralph. who is a lawyer. lam examining 
the statutes now in an effort to tnd a law 
appiying to such cases.“ 


FIRE IN ANCIENT STAMBOUL 


Fifteen Hundred Houses and 
Shops Destroyed. 


TOMBS OF SULTANS SCORCHED 


| Mohammedan Quarter of Constanti- 


nople Swept by Flames. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 23.—Fire broke 
out this afternoon in the Stamboul quarter 
and within a brief period a terrible conflagra- 
tion was raging. 

A strong wind carried the flames at great 
speed, and for six hours they swept over the 
section, destroying 1,500 houses and shops. 

The fire was still burning at 9 o'clock to- 
night; but the wind had decreased consid- 
erably. 

Stamboul is the Mohammedan part of the 
city. Within its walls are the Seraglio, the 
principal mosques, the mausoleums of the 
sultans, the baths, the bazaars, the public 
offices of government, and the existing re- 
mains of ancient Constantinople. 

It ie divided for administrative purposes 
into three municipal circles and into a large 
number of quarters. Separate quarters are 
allotted to the Armenians, the Greeks, and 
the Jews. 

In 1865 the quarters were destroyed by fire. 
The general appearance of the older streets 
is that of a city built of wood. Many of the 
buildings, however, are of much more solid 
construction, some of brick and some of 
brick and stone. 

Stamboyl covers the whole area inclosed 
by the Theodosian walls of Constantinople 
and its main streets follow the lines of those 
of the ancient city.

Prisoner Cool and Calm. 


Fitzgerald, judging from his appearance 
when interviewed by a TRIBUNE representa- 


tive at the county jail, either is an innocent 


man, as he claims, or is putting up one of the 
stiffest and most successful bluffs ever pre- 
sented. 

He slept well in his cell, No. 515, after he 


had been placed there at an early hour of | 
the morning and ate a hearty breakfast. At

How the Home Was Bought. 8 


The purchase of the home at 943 Chase ave- 
nue, which was laid by the detectives before 
Judge Chetlain as one of the most important 
bits of evidence they had prepared against 
Fitzgerald, was accomplished with the use of 
oniy $800 in currency and the largest bills in 
the lot were of the $100 denomination. 

This amount is said to have been “ scraped 
together with difficulty by the former treas- 
ury employé, his only other contribution to 
the purchase price being his personal check 
for $500. It was his wife who displayed the 
greater financial resources, for she gave 
ehecks for $500 and $2,700 from her persona! 
savings, the accumulation of years before 
she married Fitzgerald, when she was a dress 
goods buyer for a State street store. The 
balance of the purchase price, $4,000, making 
a total of $8,500, was covered by a first mort- 
gage loan by the Northern Trust company. 

This is the substance of the statements 
made by witnesses of the closing of the deal, 
the chief of whom is Ben Lowenmeyer, a 
real estate agent, whose offices are at Far- 
well avenue and Clark street, Rogers Park. 

1 had been dickering with Mr. Fitzger- 
ald for about a year,“ he said, and when 
we started, he wanted to buy a place for 
$7,000. Finally we found the Chase avenue 
house, which was the property of Miles L. 
Barker, and was mortgaged for $4,000.

Federal Statute on Case. 

The law under which Judge Chetlain has 
authority as a committing magistrate is 1014 
of the revised statutes of 1878. It reads: 

‘For any crime or offense against the 
United States the offender may be arrested 
before any chancellor or judge of a Supreme 
or Circuit court; chief or a judge of Common 
Pleas, mayor of a city, justice of the peace, 
or any other magistrate of any state where 
he may be found, and, agreeably to the 
usual mode of process in that state against 
offenders in that state, and at the expense 
of the United States, be arrested and im- 
prisoned or bailed, as the case may be, for 
trial before such court of the United States 
as has cognizance of the offense.”’ 

Sec. 711 of the same edition provides that 
the United States courts shall be exclusive 
of the courts of the various states: 

First, of all crimes and offenses cogniza- 
ble under the authority of the United States.“ 

A number of statutes classify the charge 
against Fitzgerald as one ‘*‘ cognizable under 
the authority of the United States,” among 
others section 5356 designating as such 
offender ‘“‘ every person in any place under 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the United 
States who takes or carries away any money 
with intent to steal or purlein,’’ etc. The 
theft from Treasurer Boldenweck was from 
the postoffice, which is on land belonging to 
the government, and is exclusively under 
federal] jurisdiction. 


State’s Attorney in Doubt. 

No line of action by the state’s attorney’s 
office has been determined as yet, according 
to First Assistant State's Attorney James 
J. Barbour. 

What will be done in case the federal 
authorities do not credit the charges against 
Fitzgerald and decline to prosecute?“ Mr. 
Barbour was asked. 

“That contingency had not occurred to 
me, he replied, : :

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SHOT ON STREET AND KILLED 


John Denczak Wounded While 


Fleeing from His Assailants. 


IN FEAR OF BEING HELD UP. 


Three Men Arrested, but No Reason tor

John Denczak was shot yesterday morning 
as he fied from three men whom he thought 
were trying to hold him up.

Isthmian Board’s Report to Pres- 
ident to Be Acted On as Far 
as Possible. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 23.—President 
Roosevelt today made public a report to 
him on Aug. 6 of the special commis- 
sion, consisting of James Bronson Reynolds, 
Samuel! B. Donnelly, and Henry Beach Need - 
ham, regarding conditions in Panama. The 
commission was appointed April 25, 1908, 
to investigate conditions, especially in re- 


gard to labor and accommodations on the 


isthmus of Panama.” 

That the president is pleased with the re- 
port is shown in a letter he sent to each 
member of the commission Friday. He ex- 
presses particular pleasure over the fact 
that the commission upholds the administra- 
tion of Col. George Goethals, chairman of 
the Isthmian Canal commission, and has had 
a copy of the report mailed to Col. Goethals 
requesting that the recommendations made 
by the commission be put into effect as far 
as possible. The president will submit the 
report to congress with recommendations. 

The report of the commission in substance 
is as follows: 

„Work on the construction of the Isthmian 
canal has passed through two stages, those 
of planning and of preparation. It is now in 
the third and final stage, the stage of con- 
struction. Both the earlier stages required 
the presence of a large working force, neces- 
sarily quartered in temporary and make- 
shift accommodations. Because of these con- 
ditions, inevitable at the outset, early critics 
of the canal enterprise mistook the initial 
and temporary outfit for the permanent 


equipment. 
Yellow Fever Driven from Isthmus. 


“The terrible scourge of yellow fever, 
against which the French strugsled in vain, 
the filthy and pest breeding state of the prin- 
cipal Panamanian towns, the rough labor 
camps, and other pioneer hardships of the 
first two eras have been eliminated through 
the brilliant and persistent activity of the 
department of sanitation, the department of 
municipal engineering, and the building de- 
- partment. Today we find yellow fever driv- 
en from the isthmus, malaria and pneumonia 
greatly reduced, and 4 high average of health 
established.

REFUSAL TO WED CAUSE. 


Men’s Reluctance to Be Heads of Fam- 
ilies Creates Trouble. 


BERLIN, Aug. 23.—German homes and 
German newspapers have been far more oc- 
cupied during the end of the week with the 
Prussian government's decree granting high- 
er education, to women than by discussions 
on German and British naval armaments or 
the meeting of the two sovereigns. | 

The introductory paragraphs.of the decree 
which has been approved by the emperor re- 
cite the reasons for the changein the system. 
Modern life, says the decree, develops an in- 
creasing disinclination on the part of men 
of the upper classes to marry, and more girls 
in the upper and middle classes are prevented 
from becoming wives and mothers. 

It is desirable, therefore, that the surplus 
of young women should havea chance of pre- 
paring themselves for professional callings 
and that they should be trained in the higher 
mental functions. 

There has been an agitation for equal privi- 
letzes for the sexes since the early ‘80s and 
most of the other German states have already 
granted them.

American Aviators Are Given Bronze 
Medals Because of Their Success with 
Aeroplanes.

LE MANS, Aug. 23.—Wilbur Wright, the 
American aviator, and Messrs. Hart and 
Berg, his business associates, motored today 
to La Fleche, where baron d' Estournelles de 
Constant, president of the local agricultural!

PASTOR LEADS MOVEMENT 


Bishop Fallows Blames Senator 
Tillman for Race Troubles 
at Springfield.

Encouraged by the support he has . 
from both whites and blacks in his effort 
to wipe out crime from the so-called black 
belt by means of the law and order league 
formed last week at his instigation, the Rev. 
H. E. Stewart, pastor of the Institutional 
church, yesterday evinced a desire in his 
morning sermon to broaden the scope of the 
league and make it national. 

Such an organization, it is declared, would 
serve to wipe out much of what now is re- 
sponsible for the enmity between the races. 
The scheme would embrace a law and order 
league in every large city. The national or- 
ganization, composed of men who could de- 
vote their whole time to following the work, 
would have regular headquarters where they 
could direct the work of the subordinate 
branches of the order. In this way the work 
could be systematized and the progress 
minutely noted. 

“It is my hope that this seed that we have 
planted here in Chicago wil) ripen and blos- 
som into a national society, said Mr. Stew- 
art. “I have had many lefters from persons 
who offered to aid us in our task." 


Draws Lessons from Riot. 


The sermon of the pastor dealt 
Lessons from the Springfield Riot.“ 

“This nation is confronted by that which 
threatens its existence,’’ said he. The 
Springfield affair has brought us face to face 
with that condition in this country, which 
we have not desired to admit—namely: that 
the negro is just as likely to suffer from the 
outbreaks of the vicious and the low in the 
north as in the south. 

The negro is confronted with a lesson, 
There is much for him to do in the fight 
against lawlessness; he must face the con- 
dition; he must meet the issue and he must 
do his duty. He must not teach the doctrine 
of revenge and resentment. No war meth- 
ods can cure those awful wrongs, or convert 
the spirit of race hatred into one of brother- 
ly co-operation and fellowship. He must 
and will, through organizations and wise 
judgment, work out his part in this mighty 
struggle. It is this spirit that has actuated 
the formation of the Lincoln Law and Order 
league, which the promoters hope will be- 
come national.” 


Fallows Denounces Mob. 

Bishop Samuel Fallows in his morning 
sermon said in part: 

The fiendish acts of the mob at Spring- 
field have been condemned by representa- 
tives of the confederate veterans of the civil 
war in the south. Much severer must be the 
condemnation of the members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and surviving union 
veterans. For nearly 240,000 blacks in blue 
fought side by side with them to save the 
republic in its direst need. 

The Springfield riot has an intimate con- 
nection with the ferocious diatribes against 
the negro recently made by Senator Tillman 
before numerous Chautauquas throughout 
the north. According to Washington dis- 
patches, he was making an open boast of 
the large sums he had received for these 
venomous utterances.

A committee of appraisers will be ap- 
pointed. A board. f estimate places the 
total amount of the ims at $70,000, ex- 
clusive of the six lives, for which the city may 
have to pay at the rate of $5,000 each. 

The coroner tomorrow will hold inquests 


on the bodies of John Coldwell and Frank 


Deiamore, riot victims. The first work of the 
grand jury tomorrow probably will be an 
investigation into the lynching of Scott Bur- 


ton. 
Taft Deplores the Rioting. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 23.—G. W. Sanford has 
received a letter from William H. Taft which 
gives the republican presidential candidate's 
views on the recent Springfield rlots The 
letter is in reply to a query addressed by 
Mr. Sanford to Mr. Taft. It reads: 

I have your letter of Aug. 15 in reference 
to the race riot at Springfield, III. Every 
good citizen in the country must deplore the 
flendish work of the disgraceful mob that 
has brought the city of Springfleld to sorrow. 
Such an outbreak of lawlessness and bitter 
race prejudice makes the lover of his country 
sad. It should nerve those in favor of im- 
prqving the administration of the criminal 
law to more earnest effort, because I am 
confident that if all charges of crime were 
promptly investigated and convicted crimi- 
nals punished there would be much less 
temptation to the formation of such con- 
ecienceless and cruel mobs asthat which ran 
riot in Springfield.

BRYAN AND THE THIRD PARTIES. 

A third party may poll an inconsider- 
able fraction of the total vote in a presi- 
dential contest and yet prove to be a de- 
ciding factor. It may in some important 
state draw enough votes from one party 
to give its electoral vote to the other. 
But for the liberty party, with its hand- 
ful of votes, Clay would have carried 
New York in 1844 and been elected. But 
for the free soil party Cass probably 
would have carried the state four years 
later. The effectiveness of a third party 
depends on the distribution of its votes 
among the states. 8 

This year there are more side shows 
than usual. The independence, populist, 
prohibition, socialist, and social labor par- 
ties are soliciting votes for their re- 
spective candidates. The men who are 
conducting the republican and democratic 
campaigns would be pleased if they had 
a definite idea of the number of votes 
each of the leaders of a forlurn hope is 
to get and where he is to get them. Un- 
questionably Mr. Bryan's managers take 
the more lively interest in the subject. 
Most of the votes which will be given to 
Hisgen, Watson, and Debs would go 0 
him if the parties they head were non- 
existent. The democratic party has been 
the recruiting ground for those organiza- 
tions. 

There is no occasion for Mr. Bryan to 
fear Mr. Watson and the populist rem- 
nant that clings to him. Four years ago 
he got 109,000 votes, or only about two- 
thirds as many as the party candidate 
got in 1900. Populism is a lost cause. 
Furthermore, most of its adherents are 
in southern states which cannot be taken 
away from Bryan. Four years ago Wat- 
son got only 7,459 votes in New York 
and 2,444 in Indiana. 

The Debs vote is not easily calculated. 
That standing candidate had 84,000 fol- 
lowers in 1900 and 396,000 in 1904. If 
that ratio of increase were to be main- 
tained he would get a million and a half 
votes this year. But unquestionably his 
vote in the last campaign was swelled by 
democrats who did not find Parker radical 
enough to suit them. It is reasonable to 
assume that many of those deserters will 
return to their old love. But socialism 
has made progress during the last four 
years and new converts may make up in 
whole or in part for these losses. If 
Debs should hold the vote he got in 
1904 in New York, California, Ohio, and 
Wisconsin their electoral votes would be 
far beyond Bryan’s reach. A fair social- 
ist vote would make it impossible for him 
to carry certain Rocky mountain states 
which he is counting on. 


He cannot hope to get any of the 33,000 
votes cast in 1904 for the socialist labor 
eandidate, nor can he hope to capture

This 
means the death of the popular transfer 
system, which has already been partially 
destroyed, to the great injury of the pub- 
lic. Transfer privileges were grossly 
abused by many, but there are thousands 
of workers who are hard hit by their 
abolition. The little slips meant to them 
a saving of 60 cents a week out of their 
small wages. . — 

How and when these lines which are 
being torn apart are to be reunited in one 
system nobody knows. The public service 
commission, wishing to do something to 
relieve the distress caused by the loss of 
transfers, has ordered connecting lines to 
put in operation joint rates, but nothing 
has been done under the order. The 
commission has not the power over the 
roads that the city council of Chicago 
had, thanks to the expiry of franchises, 
over the traction companies of this city. 
Partly because of reckless and flagrantly 
dishonest street railroad financiering, and 
partly because of unlimited franchises, 
traction affairs in New York City are in 
a horrible muddle.

The Russian government is illogical in 
some of its methods. It sends to prison 
men who have im their possession certain 
of Tolstoi’s. writings, notably those in 
which he denounces military service as a 


em. At the same time it does not lay a 


finger on the author of the -pamphileta it 
condemns, It does not seize copies he 
says he has in his possession and offers 
‘for sale. The old fashioned way of deal. 
ing with the writer of books whose sen- 
timents were looked on as pernicious was 
to put him in prison, keep him there, and 
not give him a chance to disseminate any 
more heresies. Tolstoi is allowed to keep 
on writing, but his readers are sent to 
jail, : 

The illogicality of this offends him, and 
he does not hesitate to say so. He calls 
it “revoltingly unjust” and amazingly 
stupid.“ But he cannot goad the govera- 
ment to act. It perseveres in its policy 
of letting him alone. . Thousands of Rus- 
sians who do not wish to get into prison 
find their way there, but this one man, 
who courts imprisonment, cannot break 
into jail. 

Some of the doctrines which Tolstoi 
preaches with the greatest eamestneas 
are abhorrent to the government. It 
would have no army if the people were to 
listen to him. That is a sufficient ex- 
planation of its locking up men who have 
his writings, He escapes their fate he- 
cause the government has not the cour- 
age to lay hands on the greatest of Rus- 
sian writers, a man of world wide fame 
of whom hia countrymen are proud, even 
when they disagree with him, There 
would be general resentment if such a 
man were dealt with harshly, especially 
one who is tottering on the brink of the 
grave. Had he been some second or 
third rate literary fellow he would have 
been immured long ago, but his genius 
has won for him immunity.

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The Carleton family has many other Ameri- 
‘can associations. Some of its members were 
British governors in colonial times, ‘while 
others founded families in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, and several of the southern states.

place in Norfolkshire, which goes by the 
name of East Carleton. Lord Lindley is one 
of the most eminent jurists of the British em- 
pire and is known in the legal circles of 
America as the author of many standard 
works of law, notably one entitled Lindley 
on Partnership.“ which seems a singularly 
appropriate name for an old gentleman who 


has just been celebrating the fiftieth anni- 


versary of his marriage. He has now retired 
from the bench. He occupied for many years 
the offices of lord justice of appeal and of 
master of the rolls, while in addition to other 
accomplishments he possesses that of leger- 
demain. | 

During the course of a trial at which he had 
to preside on one occasion in his capacity as 
master of the rolls, and in which the rival in- 
terests of a couple of professional conjurers 
were involved, the fact was brought to light 
that the august occupant of the bench was 
himeelf a conjurer of extraordinary skill 
and it was subsequently discovered on fur- 
ther investigation that he was in the habit 
of occasionally .giving performances of 
sleight of hand for the benefit of charities. 

This revelation contributed in no small 
degree to the popularity of Lord Lindley. 
For the notion that one of those imposing and 
bewigged judicial luminaries of the English 
bench, who are invested with so much pomp 
and solemn dignity while the court is In ses- 
sion, could subsequently hol@ forth in the 
evening as a conjurer, extracting eggs from 
people's noses, watches from their mouths, 
and live rabbits from the hats of friends, 
struck his countrymen as extraordinarily 
funny. 

When in addition to this I may mention that 
one of the judges of the Court of Bankruptcy 
is a remarkably talented ventriloquist, pla- 
cing his services in this respect at the dis- 
posal of charitable organisations, the action 
of Gilbert and Sullivan in representing the 
lord chief justice at an adept in breakdowns 
and the lord high chancellor as a skilled con- 
tortionist will no longer appear so extrava- 
gant as before.

Young Lord Macclesfield, whcse engage- 
ment to Miss Joanna Boyle, a cousin of Lord 
Cork, has just been announced, is not of age 
and the wedding is to be deferred until he at- 
tains his majority next May. He is the sev- 
enth earl of his line and makes his home at 
Shirburn castle, a grand old place in Oxford- 
shire, one of the few castellated and moated 
buildings still left in England, and adapted to 
the exigencies of modern comfortgnd luxury 
with scarcely any sacrifices of its ancient 
style and character. 

It originally was built by the comte de 
Tanque ville, one of the followers of William 
the Conqueror, and Lord Macclesfield has in 
his library a letter written toward the cicse 
of the thirteenth century, by Brunetto Latini. 
the tutor of Dante, in which he describes a 
night passed at Shirburn castle. Although 
the foundations and vaults are much more 
ancient, the present building dates from 1377, 
and the castle as well as the surrounding 
property passed by many vicissitudes 
through the families of De Lisle, Beauchamp, 
Talbot, and Gage, until in the eighteenth 
century it was purchased from Thomas Vis- 
count Gage by Sir Thomas Parker, who on 
his promotion from the lord chief justiceship 
to the woolsack as lord high chancellor of 
Great Britain was Created Viscount Parker 
and earl of Macclesfield,

It is sad to relate that after impeachment 
and conviction of corruption this first ear! 
was removed from the chancellorship as no 
longer fit to act as official keeper of the sov- 
ereign’s conscience and was fined $150,000. 
It is only fair to add that he turned whatever 
money he obtained in this questionable 
fashion to excellent account. 

For he formed at Shirburn castle the finest 
private library of his day, purchasing the 
famous collection of Nicholas Foucault, the 
French scholar and collector. It comprises a 
fine collection of Welsh MSS. of great an- 
tiquity, as well as the Shirburn Caxtons, 
and especially the Mirror of the World,’ 
trarisiated by me, simple person, William 
Caxton, out of French into English, and 
printed in Westminster abbey in 1481.“ 

The second Lord Macclesfield was president 
of the Royal society and a great mathemati- 
cian, taking a prominent part in altering the 
calendar and in obtaining legislation neceg- 
sary for the purpose, 

The present lord succeeded his grandfather 
and his grandmother, the late countess of 
Macclesfield, the oldest friend and first lady 
in waiting of Queen Alexandra after the lat- 
ter’s arrival in England,

It was last Tuesday John Kanta and

their digging. The first find was the skeleton 
of a man with an eight inch copper spear 
head imbedded in his skull Just above the 
right ear, and another similar spearhead in 
the dirt between the backbone and breast- 
bone of the skeleton. $3 * 

Since then within the excavation for a 
basement 18x20 feet in area eight other 
skeletons have been unearthed and a peculiar 
stone hammer found. 


Big Demand for Souvenirs. 

The discovery created unusual interest be- 
cause of the copper spearheads and because 
of- the place in which the skeletons were 
found, and the number of them, The de- 
mand for well preserved ribs, skulle, jaw- 
bones, and other trinkets has been great, and 
all that is left of the savage warriors is well 
distributed through the village. One can 
obtain an excellent collar bone or rib at bar- 
gain prices. 

Indian skeletons have been unearthed in 
Algonquin before now., but never nine at a 
time, Stone arrowheads have been found. 
but never copper spearheads. And all the 
glamour and mystery that attaches to the 
name “‘ mound builders” is invoked by the 
fact that the skeletons were found in part of 
a mound two and a half to three feet high 
and thirty feet square, located in a level 
field near the river. | 

The mound always has been a source of 
wonder to the residents of the district. but 
no attempt ever was made to delve ifito it 
any further than a plowshare would pene- 
trate until the owner wished to erect a house 
on the premises, The development of an 
active trade in souvenirs has been the prin- 
cipal result so far, but an investigation may 
be made by the department of ethnology of 
the Field museum with results of scientific 
and historical importance. a 


Indians or Mound Builders? 

In any case, further excavations p bly 
will be made, for the village is hotly divided 
on the question of the origin of the souvenir 
mine. 

Some insist it was the scene of an Indian 
battle, and that the mound simply was 
thrown up to cover the dead. Others insist 
that it was the graveyard, or “ mound.” of 
the predecessors of the Indians, the extinct 
“mound builders,”’ basing their argument 
on the fact that the Indians used stone ar- 
row heads, not copper spears. 


MRS. GARDNER FEELS KINDLY 


REGARDING MRS. CHADBOURNE 


Boston Woman Bears No Ill Will To- 
ward Chicago Woman Because of Art 
Smuggling Disclosures. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 23.—[{Special.]—The 
legal adviser of Mrs. Jack Gardner to- 
night declared that she felt no animosity for 
Mrs. Emily Crane Chadbourne as the result 
of the disclosures regarding the smuggling of 
art treasures into this country. 

Henry W. Swift, her attorney, said Mrs. 
Gardner would refund the 570000 Mrs. 
Chadbourne expended in the payment of 
fines upon the Boston woman's goods, but 
when asked if Mrs. Gardner would pay over 
$80,000 more in case the collection was de- 
clared forfeited, he was evasive. 

We cannot anticipate such things until 
they arise, said Mr. Swift. “I do not see 
that anything further can be done now until 
District Attorney Sims returns to Chicago, 
which I understand will be in about ten 
days.

Concerning Mr. Crane's visit, Attorney Swift 
said: 

„Mr. Crane was passing through Boston 
and asked me to say that Mrs. Chadbourne 
does not intend to come here for the present 
at least. He did not come from Chicago, but 
from some place where he has been spending 
a vacation.“ 


RAILWAY COAL TRUST ALLEGED, 


State Attorney General Sues New York 
Lines That Carry Anthracite, 
Charging Combination. 


Albany, N. T., Aug. 23.—Attorney General 
Jackson tonight announced he had instituted 
proceedings against railroad companies in 
the state engaged in the transportation of 
anthracite coal, alleging violation of the Don- 
nelly anti-monopoly act, 

Mr. Jackson alleges that these railroads 
have effected and are carrying out an agree- 
ment which constitutes a monopoly of the 
hard coal busiress in the state, and that the 
agreement restricts the production and fixes 
the price at which coal can be sold.

To Dampén Clothes Easily. 

An easy, quick, and highly satisfactory 
method of sprinkling clothes is to take a 
pint fruit jar which has a metal screw top 
lined with porcelain and remove the porce- 
lain lining by breaking it with a hammer. 
Then with an awl make six holes in a circle 
in the metal top and then fill the jar with 
water and screw the top on tightly, using a 
rubber, just as if the jar was filled with pre- 
serves. This makes a handy sprinkler and 
one which dampens the clothes evenly and 
quickly, especially if the water used is 
warm. 

Be sure to make only six holes, and have 
them quite small, so as not to allow too 
much water to escape when the jar is

The daily receipts at 
Minneapolis showed a large percentage of 
new grain and the anxiety of country deal- 
ers to obtain the extravagant premiums for 
spot wheat prevailing at that market caused

Se over the September, which is accounted 
a liberal price. In winter wheat markets 
premiums were firm and there were fair sales 
for export during the week.

Canadian Crop Promise Lowered 

Reports from the Canadian spring wheat 
belt indicate that the crop has been dam- 
aged to some extent both by the hot weather 
during July and by later frosts. Low tem- 
peratures were reported all through Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan Saturday morning, 
and it was understood about 25 per cent of 
cal wheat was still in position to be badly 

urt. 

Foreign Markets Are Indifferent. 

Foreign markets have generally been in- 
different to prices from this side, showing 
little response either to advances or declines 
in this market. Foreign buyers have been 


quite a large amount in the aggregate and 
clearances for the wesk were large, indicat- 
ing that sales the first part of the season were 
large. Clearances for the week were nearly 
4,000,000 bu, or more than half the estimated 
world’s shipments. Russian offerings are 
more liberal and this with the continued fair 
shipments from Argentina and the heavy ex- 
ports from North America is. giving the 
European buyers a sense of security. 

Outside trade has been light, and, while 
stocks are light in all directions and the crop 
promise only moderately larger than a year 
ago, sentiment has been only indifferently 
bullish and the outsiders have been holding 
consistently aloof from the market. 


Local Bulls Advance Corn. 


Renewed buying of corn by the local bull 
crowd, with the fear of frost in the belt late 
in the week, caused a strong tone in this mar- 
ket and final prices for the week were 1c 
to Ie higher. The prospect is for a mod- 
erately increased movement of corn; and 
receipts are showing a fair gain. The tenor 
of the crop reports on the whole has been 
a little more favorable and the recent rains 
which have extended over the greater part 
of the belt have undoubtedly caused ma- 
terial improvement in the outlook. The cash 
demand has been fair. Kansas City 
has been sold to come here, and with thrash- 
ing largely over, farmers will have time to 
market their grain more freely. Prima 
receipts for the week were 3,676,000 bu. com- 
pared to 3,485,000 bu a year ago. 


Crop News Bullish on Oats. 


The trade in oats has been active, with the 
price trend upward. The bullish report is- 
sued by a leading local bank, placing the 
total crop at 760,000,000 bu and predicting 
higher prices, was a bullish factor, and the 
fact that receipts continued light also was a 
bull help. Final prices for the week were 
2c to 8% ade higher, the greatest advance 
being in the nearby month.

The 
management was able to convince the mar- 
ket, however, that there was no probability 
of such a development. Another report was 
that the Harriman following had obtained 
control through the continued selling of the 
Rock Island insiders.

Hammer New York Central.
